State's Attorney Schaumloeltel. of 
3t Clair county, drove through the 
riot swept district tonight with Po 
lice Innpector Welslu of St. Louis, .Mo 
The state's attorney psttniated that the 
dead negroes would number 250. All 
estimates, however, are conjectural 

It waa said that hundreds of whites 
stood around the edges of the burning 
negro diatrlcts and fired at the in 
mates as they fled from their biasing 
homes.

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NOISE IS NOT PATRIOTISM 

TliiH year ul all ouifiH in tlie lime for u Nalt- ami nauv i<\)urtli 
of July celebration. The flnt Independence Day einoe the nation 
entered llir war for liberty hIiouKI b.' a llioroiighly patriotic ol)8er- 
vancc. The old-time riot of noise, death, tire and deatruclion, which 
was supposed to show patriotiam, would be very much out of place 
. under preaent conditioiiH. Thf eomitry mwls tli«' iiDwdtr, and it 
needs to i)r(>ti'ct the life and limb which were sacriticed in the for- 
mer observance, and the millions of i)ri.|n i ty which regulaWy went 
' up in amoke and flame. 

The sane Foiirlli iiiovi nient bat made remarkable progress in 
the past few years ami tliis year should see the end of the old ab- 
surdity of celebrating the nation's birthday with pistols and crack- 
ers, with their iiicviliilde aeeoinpiinimciit of nieiiig ambulances and 
clanging tire engines. The deatliK from Fourth of July cusualties, 
which were 466 in 1903, had been reduced by 1916 to 30, while the 
injuries, whieli wi iv :!.;is:i in the lirst year, fell Inst year to 
Formerly the liremen e.\i»eeled to he kept on tlie jumi» all day on 
the Fourth, but for several years, in Chicago and other cities where 
fireworks liav(' lici n piohiliilid, the number of alarms has actually 
been below the daily average. 

With thia record it should hardly need the recommendations of 
the State Councils of Defense nml liie Fire Mnrshals to secure muni- 
cipal ordera and individual eo-operation against tlie \ise of explosives 
on the Fourth. The United States is likely to bum powder enough 
this year without wnstinf any of it on Indi'iifudcnec Dny. Its list 
of dead and wounded in the cause of liberty will be long enough 
without adding to it in an antiquated and 8l)8Hrd observance of the 
Fourth of July. 

Education has wrougiit a wonderful reform in lliis field, and in 
all parts of the country the easmilty list has been greatly decreased, 
while at the same time liic lire loss oeensioiied )iy reckless celebra- 
tion has been much reduced. The sane Fourth of July idea was im- 
pressed upon Maysville I'or the Hrst time seven or eight years ago. 
and during the past five ycni's ihiTc has been no serious nccideut due 
to noisy Fourtli of July c( b-hnition. That the regulations enforced 
with such excellent results in tlie j)a8t will be strictly adhered to this 
year, and that the people will oo-operate more closely than ever bo- 
fore, is not to be doubt ed. 

BAILBOAD BZPORTB 

The country takes a certain ainoinit of siitist'iiction ui the an- 
nouncement that more than .ttiO.tKlU.OO worth of railroad materials 
went abroad in the eight months ending with February. It is reas- 
suring to know tiiat our iiiamit'acliircrs arc bciiif? kej)! l)Usy and that 
the rest of the world, particularly France and Hussia, are getting 
the transportation e<iuipment they need. 

Still, we can't help wishiii}; llial our own railroads were getting 
9ome of those $35,700,000 worth of loconuitives, .li 18,440,000 worth 
of cars and $17,786,000 worth of rails, together with a fair propor- 
tion of track materials, etc. Our railroad traffic has been badly con- 
gesttMl all these months for lack of the very equipment that has been 
exported in such (luantities. Not only have they suflfered by de- 
privation of that rolling stock and biiildiuf; material, but their con- 
gestion has bt-en inci cased by the necessity of hauling it in such vol- 
ume to the seaports. 

The old Mosaic law forbade the niu/./lin^' of the ox that treadeth 
out the corn. It was I'elt to be ordy fair that the ox should have his 
share of what he thrslied. The railroads have been playing the role 
of a muszled ox. And apparently they are contented with it, de- 
spite all their grumbling, and intend to keep right on wearing the 
muzzle. 

American locomotive and car factories are booked up far ahead 
with heavy orders, and nearly all of tliciii are for thi' export trade. 
Foreign orders for cars alone are reported around .$2(M),00( ),()()(). The 
public, which bears the brunt of the railroad congestion in delayed 
shipments and exorbitant prices for the necessaries of life, natural- 
ly wonders why our own railroads don't buy more of those curs and 
loeomotives. 

There is a sus])i('i()n, opcidy expressed in niaiiy i|Uiirlers, that 
the roads are by no means so poor and helpless as they profess to be 
—that they could afford to buy new equipment, and could do much 
better than they arc doing with the ciiuipinent they haV6. lAccord- 
ing to this view, they have been merely playing for a big rate ad- 
vance, and over-playing their game. Wejihall know more about that 
when we see what the Interstate Commerce Commiarion has to say 
about it.

A wonderfid advnticc in lifjlilintr melliodH may be forecast in the 
announccmeut of an invention liy a i'ittsburgh engineer and manii- 
faetnrer named Ethan I. Dodda. He ia reported to have solved the 
mystery of the liretiy and worked out a method of making big, prac- 
tical iireHies of IiIh own. 

The "lightning hug" has always been the envy of adentiata 
because it produces light without lieot. ITow it makea the lii^t haa 
never been satiafactorily explained. Mr. Dodda atyi that it sfanply 
' abeorba daylight or sunlight and leta it out at night aeeording to its 
needs. 

He spent several hundred dullars analysing the firefly's light 
plant, isolating the particular element that eatehes and holds the 
Ufki, eombiniiif; that element with radium aiid applying it to his own 
iBie. The final result ia a glaaa bulb coated inside with a whitiah sub- 
atanee, enelosing an inner bulb, with a vacum between the two, af- 
ter the manner of a thermoa bottle. He holds this double hull) in the 
:!eanlifht or stieks an ineandeseent lamp inside it for a few seconds, 
HiMid then it gives ont a steady, cold light which doesn't wholly fade 
ior several hours. 

Now that Mr. Dodds has his artificial firefly, he doesn't l<iio\v 
to do with it. He saya the government may have it if it wants 
it. He thinks it would be uaeful in submarines, where electric power 
must be carefully conserved. His idea is to rip up iiicnideseent lights 
inside his bullm, arranging them so that they would Hash for 20 sec- 
onds out of each hour. That, he says, would snfflee to store the bolbe 
with power to emit continnouHly nearly as much light the ioeao- 
ent lamp would if turned pn the whole time. 
This is simply "bottled Ugfat." If Ms light bottki etB do what 

; he claims for them, and if they are not too expensive tO lUke. we BUy 
-eventually be m'mg them to light our houses with.

The soldiers of new Kuesis have as- 
sumed the aggressive.

July L>— Ihat German 
intrigues against property and sta- 
tions of the United States Navy In this 
country must still be carefully guard- 
ed against la shown by a case which 
Is now before the Department of Jus- 
tice, says a statement Issued here to- 
day at .Navy League headquarters. 

In a southern city with a population 
of about 30,000 people, says this state- 
ment, there Is a colony of German sub- 
Jeota who recently petitioned the Gov- 
ernment, through the Department of 
Justice, to waive certain of tbe re- 
strictions place<| upoit them as to their 
residence in fixed rones. 

These restrictions prevent alien ene- 
mies from living or going within a cer- 
Uin distance of any Naval 8t«tlm or 
ship. 

The petition from the Germans of 
the southern city, iiient limed ahove, 
was so phrased on Its face that It ap- 
peared to be an entirely harmless re- 
quest Federal ofllolals in tlie South 
were inc)|Qe4 to grant It. The peti- 
tion was, however, referred to Wash- 
ington. An investigation proved that 
there was on foot a scheme tu place 
certain German agents close to the 
Navy Yard where considerable mis- 
chief might then be done. It has now 
been deeided that, not only with the 
areas from which these Germans are 
barred not be limited or reduced, but 
that Increased surveillance over ev- 
ery movement will be maintainoU. 

The belief is expressed here that bad 
this request been granted, It was the 
intention of alien enemies in other 
cities to make a similar request, and 
that in the end serious harm might 
have resulted.
